I have 
been designated by the emperor as 
his ambassador extraordinary for pour 
parL'urx with the Japanese plenipoten­ 
tiaries to ascertain w hether it is possi­ 
ble to conclude a treaty of peace. 
My 
personal views are of secondary Im­ 
portance. but my Ideas are In entire 
accord with those of my friend. Count 
La msdorff. 
‘ In serving my emperor, I have re­ 
ceived precise instructions from his 
m ajesty and shall follow them. 
“The ultim ate 
decision 
rem ains In 
the hands of the emperor and it is for 
him to decide the destinies of Russia. 
The emperor is the friend of peace and 
desires i»eace, but I very much fear that 
the Japanese term s will be such that 
we will be unable to reach an accord. 
Secondly, the w orld should disabuse its 
mind of the idea that Russia wants 
pence at any price. 
There are two 
parties in Russia. One favors the con­ 
tinuation of the war a outrance—this 
is a large and influential party. 
'i he other, to which I belong, favors 
peace, I avow It frankly because, tell­ 
ing the truth has always been my rule 
In poutier. I was for peace before hos­ 
tilities brok‘- out. When the w ar began 
the situation changed. 
“Even though there are these two 
parties as to the advisability of end­ 
ing the war in 
the 
precept 
circum ­ 
stances, both would be united if the 
Japanese demands wounded the amour 
propre of the Russian people or jeop­ 
ardised our future as a nation. 
“I am sure if I report th at the con­ 
ditions of Japan cannot be accepted, 
Russia will accept the verdict and the 
Russian people will be ready to con­ 
tinue the w ar for years if necessary. 
“Thirdly, R ussia is not crushed, as 
the foreign press has led the world to 
believe. 
The interior situation is very 
serious, I do not deny, but in Europe 
and America the true significance of 
w hat is happening is not understood. 
Correspondents come here and talk

WAYS’ LETTER. 


Hon. Richard Maya, City. 
Dear Sir:—Your letter of June 
26th to me was duly received, its 
publication noted. 
You propose 
that you and I in this county have 
a preliminary primary; if I beat 
you, you support me and if you 
beat me, I support you. 
The pro­ 
position is declined. 
Success is 
not so dear to me. 
I have already 
stated there are live issued to be 
presented, on 
some of 
which I 
have stated my 
views. 
I shall 
certainly not pledge myself to sup­ 
port any candidate in the primary 
till I know for what side of these 
issues he stands. 
I presume hav­ 
ing seen such statement, you are 
ready to 
endorse those views. 
(Please see them on railroads.) 
I do not know for what you or 
Judge Field may stand aud I shall 
not blindly pledge to either ray 
support until I do know. 
But if I 
did know your views and agreed 
with them all, I should neverthe­ 
less not make the trade suggested 
by you. 
A congressman is elected 
by a district, not a county. 
Had J 
an absolute guaranty that I should 
beat you one vote or one thousand 
votes I should still decline your 
proposal. 
I propose not only if 
nominated and elected to act for 
the best interests of the entire dis­ 
trict and democracy, but in the 
prim ary to so vote. 
If no question 
of principle was involved in the 
proposal you make, I think that 
any candidate so put forward from 
this the biggest county in the dis­ 
trict would encounter strong preju­ 
dice and a just one from other 
counties. 
Should 
you or I be 
N avarro’s candidate under such an 
agreement, Hon. Scott Field or 
other candidates could and ought 
to club either of us to death with 
that agreement in other counties. 
I am new in politics of late years, 
but am not ready to try to barter 


the friendship of m y friends. 
If I 
am in or out, I w ant my friends to 
vote for the beet man. 
I am not 
prepared to trade out Scott I* ield 
or any one else. 
I have acquaint­ 
ances and strong friends in other 
counties in the district besides 
Navarro. Their interests and votes 
are as sacred to me as those of my 
friends in Navarro county. 
Our 
district is 
bordered in part by 
the 
Brazos, 
in 
part 
by 
the 
Trinity rivers. 
Navarro borders 
on the Trinity, other counties on 
the Brazos. 
In any question be­ 
tween the streams as to appropria­ 
tion, I should with equal favor use 
my conscience, helping one or 
both according to m erit' 
I do not 
know how you have voted or how 
you feel on issues that are live to 
me. 
lf I am elected to congress I 
hope it will be by a majority of 
the people. 
I am therefore op- 
posed to the poll tax election law, 
which has disfranchised thousands 
of our good but poor citizens. This 
may beat me with those who have 
th e 'ballot, but I feel that way and 
will go down with those whose 
poverty at present dooms them to 
subjection. 
I know the peril of 
negro domination is held up by 
poll tax suffrage advocates as a 
bug bear to good men, but it is a 
bug bear and I want to see the 
poor man who bears his share of 
government burdens 
under any 
system I ’ve ever seen devised at 
least have a vote. 
I am not afraid 
of him though I have property. 
He will act justly when he knows 
what justice is. 
I am opposed to 
commission government. I believe 
in 
local self government. 
This 
may subject me to some opposition 
from many of ray friends, because 
I am known to be conservative, 
but I believe in local self govern­ 
ment. 
I don’t 
know 
how you 
stood on our city charter commis­ 
sion 
feature. 
We have 
here a 
splendid commission. 
I t ’s works 
are good; so may a good king be 
admired, but I want local self 
government and local tax imposed 
by local representatives. This is the 
remote edge of a fight against cen­ 
tralization which is on in all our 
land and which caused the throw­ 
ing of tea into 
Boston harbor. 
Eternal vigilance is the price ol 
liberty; while we discuss foreign 
policies and go wild over appeals 
to prejudice, stealthily the fran­ 
chise is restricted, local self gov­ 
ernm ent is destroyed, and liberty 
is lost. 
I hope every poor man 
will at least pay his poll tax so 
that at all times he may vote for

Whites end Black* Again Clash In San 
Juan Hill Diatrict. 
New York. July 18.—Rioting between 
whites and blacks w as resumed Mon 
day night In the San Juan Hill dis­ 
trict. Many shots were fired and twen 
ty negroes and one white woman were 
arrested. 
Policeman 
Roche had his 
skull fractured. 
Police reserves were 
called out. 
The trouble started when 
four policemen, passing a saloon in 
W est Sixty-second street, were jeered 
at by a crowd of twenty negroes who 
were on the stoop. 
The policemen 
turned and Just then one of the men 
threw a brick, which rtruck Roche on 
the head. knocking him senseless. The 
other three charged w ith their night 
sticks find were met by a fusillade of 
bricks. 
Other policemen arrived and 
a dash {Was made Into the saloon, In 
which more than tw enty negroes were 
found. 
The negroes opened fire with 
their revolvers and their fire w as re­ 
turned by the policemen. 
Then the 
crowd fled and were pursued to various 
houses In the block. 
The police captured Arthur Moody, 
who is said to have thrown the brick 
at Roche. George Foster, proprietor of 
the saloon and eleven other negroes. 
The riot spread to F irst street, where 
a fight starte d am ong negroes in a Sa­ 
loon, and w hen the police entered shots 
w ere fired at them . A fter a long stru g ­ 
gle the police succeeded In arresting 
four men and three women. 
By th at tim e C aptain Cooney a rriv ­ 
ed w ith all of the reserves and after 
the last negroes had been driven to the 
stre ets the riot seem ed to be at an end 
for the tim e being.
